DISCRIMINATING AGAINST CHI- 
CAGO. 


Complaints are being made Ww some of the 
roads leading East from this city because the 
all-rail rate from Milwaukee to New York is 2}¢ 
cents higher than from Chicago. It is claimed 
that this fact throws nearly all the Northwest- 
ern business om the Northern roads, which con- 
nect with the steamboat lines at Grand Haven 
and Ludington.

WOMEN AS. POLITICIANS. 
Paris Letter to London News, Written Before Mac- 
Mahon Backed Down,

in London. Besides this, it appears that 
some of the Liberal people organized an op- 
position meeting at the same place, and suc- 
ceeded in producing the requisite eciat of an 
open-air meeting by instigating a free fight. 
Thus the entire force of the demonstration 
was destroyed. 


The devious Senator from New York has 
now an apportunity for one of those person- 
al explanations of wh ch be is so fond.

In an interview he stated that the old com- 
bination between Conx ine and the Demo- 
cratic Senators, which offered to the country 
a defeat of the Electoral count and 
a new election in Louisiana, might be 
revived with a view of reopening the whole 
Electoral question, but he considered such a 
course improbable. The question now 
arises, Did Comm mo form a combination 
with certain Democratic Senators as is inti- 
mated in the interview ? 
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THE SENATORIAL SPOILSMEN. 
It is very evident from the publication of 
the Bux, Onanpize manifesto, from the 
statement that it was submitted to and 
approved by certain of the implacable” 
Senators before publication, and from vari- 
ous other indications not necessary to restate, 
that it is the deliberate intention of a spoils- 
grabbing faction of Republican, politicians 
to renew the war upon the Administration 


for his support to the Democratic party, 
assisted by such Republicans as may resent 
the attacks made upon him and prefer to 
follow him in his enforced political de- 


parture. 

It has occurred to us that this plain state- 
ment of the logical sequence of events should 
be made as a warning to hose who seem to 
imagine that the war upon the President can 
be kept up without any more serious political 
than have resulted thus far. It 
is proper that the Iinplacable leaders and 
those who sustain them should be made to 
foresee the full catastrophe, which they are 
likely to precipitate. . . 
We have had in our political history 
three conspicuous instances of a breach 
between a President and the party 
that elected him, though in all these cases 
the President sucoceeded to his position from 
that oft Vice-President, and by reason of the 
death of the President originally elected. 
The first was Joun Ta, in 1841. In his 
case the quarrel arose from a proposition of 
the Whig Congress to revive the old National 
Bank, anda bill to charter such an institu- 
tion was vetoed by Acting-President Tytxn. 
The fight, under the leadership of Henry 
Cray, was a bitter one, and Trin was 
practically reed out of the party. He 
went over to the Democrats, with whom he 
had had a former political association, and 
gradually turned over the Government into 
their hands. ‘The next case was Vice-Presi- 
dent Frrumore’s, who succeeded Zack Tar- 
on. He challenged the hostility of the 
anti-slavery wing of the Whig party by sign- 
ing the Fugitive-Slave law and sanctioning 
the so-called Compromise measures. The 
breach was never healed, and he, too, sought 
sympathy and support from those who had 
been his political opponents. The last case 
was Anpy Jounson's. The Reconstruction 
policy was the ground of dissension in his 
experience. This was the most stubborn 
fight of all. The party which had elected 
him Vice-President pursued him with im- 
peachment, and all but convicted him. Their 
majority against him in Congress was so 
overwhelming that the Tenure-of-Office act 
was passed to prevent his manipulation of 
the patronage, and he was embarrassed and 
haraswed in every cOnceivable way. In 
spite of it all, Jomnson found a party, and 
succeeded pretty well in revolutionizing the 
public service and securing the offices in the 
interest of the Democrats.

Now, what has the Implacgble clique to 
gain bP this expulsion programme? It has

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THE OBJECTIONS TO SILVER. 

We print this morning 4 letter from Mr. 
Z. Srizes Evy, in which he warns the peo- 
ple of the West against the total wreck of 
credit which is involved in the coinage of 


that the great need of the West is abundant 
and cheap capital; that this capital is to be 
had only in the Eastern States; that the 
men holding this capital will not lend it, nor 
permit their sons to live in the West, if the 
West has loose notions on money matters; 
that these capitalists want au exclusive gold 
currency ; that they want silver abolished as 
money; and that, if silver be remonetized, 
the West will not be able to borrow any 
money, and, having no capital, will go to the 
bad bowwows of general wreck and ruin. 
That is the argument. If it have any force 
or point, it means that the holders of 
loanable money will not lend silver 
to the West, even at good interest; 
that they will only loan gold; = 
in their anxiety to furnish the West wi 
“cheap capital,” they will refuse to lend 
silver, which may be abundant, but will lend 
gold, which is scarce, in great demand, and 
very dear. It seems to us that the argument 
furnishes its own complete refatation. The 
moral nature of the man who lends money 
for hire has rarely reached the point that he 
will refuse to lend that kind of money which 
is wanted. From 1862 to 1877, there has 
never been a time when Eastern capitalists 
were not willing to lend paper dollars. 
Even when paper dollars were worth but 40 
cents each, the Eastern capitalists did not 
hesitate to lend them to the Government, 
and to the people of the West, and take 
therefor notes, and bonds, and mortgages, 
payable thereafter in dollars, with a good 
round rate of interest annually. The moral 
sense of the money-lender never yet re- 
volted against lending depreciated money at 
a high rate of interest, the debt being pay- 
able in lawful dollars, though such dollars 
may be worth 10, 20, or even 30 per cent 
more than when the debt was contracted. 
Admitting the extreme possibility that re- 
monetized silver may be at a discount in 
gold, it will naturally be abundant, and will 
seek investment. Why will not capitalists 
lend silver as well as greenbacks? Why is 
it that gold will be the cheap capital, and sil- 
ver the dear money? Mr. Er betrays his 
ignorence of the subject which he discusses. 


| Do couteast the.stelic currency of the

of values, wogld have the direct and imme- 
diate effect of depreciating the gold values 
of every form of property, except mortgages 
and bonds. The value of gold being thus 
appreciated above its ordinary value, the 
present rates of interest would be substan- 
tially increased, and, the amount of loanable 
funds. being limited, the demand be- 
ing. urgent, and the rates of in- 
want for abun- 
dant and cheap capital would hardly find a 
satisfactory response from the gold market. 
The permanent demonetization of silver 
would give to gold an increase of value not 
easily measured. Where a gold dollar now 


is the equivalent of a bushel of wheat, the 


gold dollar, made the exclusive metallic 
money, would have a value equal to perhaps 
a bushel and a half of wheat, and would have a 
luke increased value inall other forms of prop- 
erty. One hundred dollars invested in a loan 
made payable in gold, with silver and all oth- 
er money permanently demonetized, would 
require property equivalent to $125 to $140 
in gold at its present value to pay it. To 
bring about this condition of things, the 
blotting out of one-half the world’s supply 
of fhetallic money, in order to give increased 
value to the other half, is, according to Mr. 
Er, the way to make loanable capital 
abundant and cheap. The trouble with the 
money-lenders is that money is too cheap. 
The argument of the scientific and the finan- 
cial experts is, that metallic money is too 
cheap ; that the dollar ought to buy more land, 
more food, and more property; that there 
is too much metallic money, und therefore 
all the silvershould be discarded as money ; 
should not be tolerated any longer, — in which 
case the sum of gold in the world’s use will 
have the money value of the present sum of 
The gold dollar of 
the future, if silver can be geueraily demon- 
etized, will have nearly double the value in 
purchasing power of the dollar of the pres- 
ent, and the man whose bond or Mortgage 
may fall due in those days will flud dhat, 
while only the same number of dollars may 
be exacted of him, it will require twice the 
labor and twice the amount of property to 
get u dollar that would be required if the 
volume of metallic currency were maintained 
and silver served with gold as the money of 
mankind. To claim that this condition of 
things is necessary to make loanable funds 
abundant and ‘‘cheap,” as does Mr. EL r, 
may be considered as arr extreme case of dis- 


silver. The argument is peculiar. {t asserts . 


ditiqu to the volume of metallic money would 
have permitted the withdrawal of so mach 
of the paper money as was in excess of 
the wants of trade.

ENGLAND AND THE WAR: 

Pending active military operations in 
Bulgaria, another important chapter is 
reached in the diplomatic progress of the 
contest between Russia and Turkey. The 
Note of the Porte to the various Powers, 
immediately after the fall of Plevna, it will 
be remembered, invited mediation and ex- 
pressed a willingness to consider the propo- 
sals made by the Constantinople Confer- 
ence, the wily Turk declaring that, as the 
war began owing to Turkey's refusal to ad- 
fiere to those propositions, it might be termi- 
nated on the same basis, but at the same 
time explaining that Turkey did not ex- 
tend the invitation as a vanqnished State, 
since she still had two lines of defense which 
she believed she could hold. The Note did 
not meet with a favorable reply from any of 
the Powers, except Italy, for two substan- 
tial reasons: First, the request could not 
even be considered, since, under the provis- 
ions of international law, mediation can 
only be undertaken when both belligerents 
have solicited it. If granted at the instance 
of only one, it is tantamount to an interven- 
tion. In the second place, the very action 
of Turkey in rejecting the propositions of 
the Powers at the Constantinople Conference 
shut the door against all mediation on their 
part. So far as the reforms that constituted 
the basis of the propositions were concerned, 
Turkey was left in Russia's hands, or, rather, 
Russia was left free to secure those reforms, 
or guarantees for their enforcement, with 
the sword, and so long as she adheres to that 
mission, and does not overstep the limits or 
antagonize the interests of the other Powers, 
there is no possible way by which they can 
interfere, except by actual declaration of 
war. The Note therefore having been thrown 
into the waste-basket by the various Powers, 
another chapter is now unfolded, and one of 
a.somewhat remarkable character. Having 
failed with the Powers collectively, the 


Forte, evidently encouraged to believe by 
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inet that Turkey is not utterly deserted by 
England, has addressed the English Govern- 
ment a Note asking it to act as a mediator, 
and England has consented by sending a 
Note to Russia asking her confidentially for 
information regarding the terms of peace 
with which, as the victor, she would be satis- 
fied. To this, as might have been er- 
pected, no official reply has been sent, 
although a fortnight has elapsed since 
the Note was sent. The remark of the Czar, 
made to the delegation which waited upon 
him on his return to St. Petersburg, and 
made while he was in possession of the En- 
glish Note, expresses the nature of the reply, 
however, which Russia would make. Eu- 
gland will apparently exercise pressure upon 
the liberty of our action, but we will not con- 
sent to mediation, and are armed against in- 
tervention,” says the Czar. In other words, 
Russia will not ask for mediation. If En- 
gland undertakes to act as a mediator, 
she intervenes in behalf of Turkey, and 
against such an intervention Russia 
armed. Does the Czar mean that against 
suth an intervention the Triple Alliance 
will oppose itself? This may be the 
undermeaning of this signifigant decla 
sation, and it lends probability to 
the suggestion that the course of England in 
deliberately separating herself from the rest 
of Europe, and doing alone what the Powers 
in the aggregate had just refused to do, is 
officious in the extreme, and must tend to 
cement atill stronger the alliance between 
Germany, Austria, and Russia. 

By this action England has placed herself 
in a position where she must either go 
straight ahead or back squarely out and leave 
the Turks to their fate. There does not 
seem to be any middle course she can pur- 


sue, if, id the spring or as soon as the weather 


permits, the Russians enter Koumelia and 
threaten Adrianople aud Coustantinople. So 
far as the limits of the present campaign are 
concerned, —the line of the Balkans,—she has 
no cause for complaint. That Austrig is 
going to take Bosnia is shown by her deter- 
mination to keep the Servians out of it, and 
to this England has no objection. That 
Servia will reoccupy Old Servia, Montenegro 
astrip of territory on the south, Greece ex- 
tend her frontier to the limits of Old Greece, 
is also probable, and England would offer no 
objection to this.

THE GROWTH OF PRESBYTERIANISM, 

Since’ the reunidn of the tyo principal 
branches of the Presbyterian Church in this 
country, there has been a marked tendency 
towards a consolijation of the denomination. 
The separation of the Northern and Southern 
Churches, which was dus to political rather 
than to doctrinal differences, is temporary and 
unimportant. The splits in the Church which 
have been caused by conflicts of opinion on 
questions of faith and polity are, on the other 
havd, part of its constitution. The Cumber- 
land Church and the United Church are divis- 
ions of thought as well as divisions of feeling. 
The Free Church of Scotland is a necessity 
imposed upon the opponents of patronage by 
the form and pressure of the age in which 
they lived. These fractures are gradually 
disappearing. The forces which produced them 
are operatiag with diminished vigor, anda re- 
action has setin. The Presbyterian Churches 
which have. adopted and represented various 
ideas have a common origin; they all rest upon 
democracy as a foundation, and all are drawn 
together by their laws and traditions. 

Presbyterianism was not an accident, though 
its early manifestations were d rly. 80 
eminent an authority as BuckLE, whose clear 
vision was alwdys aided by perfect integrity, 
traces the origin of the Church in Scotland to 
gross superstifion. Making wonder and fear 


the conditions of superstition, he shows that 


these existed Scotland in an unusual 
degree during the fifteenth and six- 
teenth centuries, and infers® that the 
birth of the Presbyterian Church during this 
period must be ascribed to them. It is true, as 
he says, that Scotland, at the time of the Ref- 
ormation, was sunk in ignorance, which, before 
wonder and fear, is the cause of superstition. 
Owing to the situation of the fertile Lowlands 
near a hostile border, devastation, rapine, and 
murder held the country in a bondage worse 
than slavery. The cities that are now kuowu as 
centres of trade were in those days scarcely 
moré than hamlets. The population of Glasgow 
in the middle of-the fifteenth century did not 
exceed 1,500 persons, whose wealth consisted of 


1 cattle and a few acres of iij- 
1 wor ye ~ 


of the largest shipping towns in Scotland, 
was, in the end of the sixteenth century, a mean 


fishing village, consisting of a single row of 


thatched cottages, which were inhabited by poor 


fishermen. Kilmarnock, now an emporium of 


industry ana of wealth, contained in 1688 be- 
tween 500 and 600 inhabitants. Paisley. in 1700, 
had but 3,000 people: Aberdeen, in 1572, 2,900 
inhabitants; Perth, in 1585, under 9,000; and 
Edinburg, late in the fourteenth century, less 
than 16,000. These figures represent not merely 
the comparative backwardness of the people, 
but the effects of the frequent invasions of the 
country by the English. The country was by 
them kept in such a » Sete state. that 
it could scarcely support life, and the 
very consequences of war eventually pre- 
vented it. Invasion defeated itself by making 
the country uvable to subsist armies. While 
the poverty.of the people on. this account con- 
tinued education was neglected. Until the 
fifteenth century there was not evena univer- 
sity in Scotland, the first having been founded 
at St. Andrews. in 1412. Late in the four- 
teenth century there is said to be no instance 
of a Scotch Baron being able to sign his own 
name, and the common people were so stupid 
and brutal that an intelligent observer, who 
visited Scotland in the year 1360, likens them to 
savages. Ignorance was thus the condition of 
the whole Scotch nation when the Reformation 
burst upon it. 


Two great powers grew up simultaneously in 
Scotland,—the clergy and the nobles. The 
former rested their strength upon the iguorance 
of the people, and the latter upon their dauger. 
The necessity of common protection against the 
Euglish, the weakness of the Crown, and the 
pecultar conformation of the country, divided the 
people ſuto claus, each of which professed d 
higher allegiance to its chieftain than to its 
sovereign. The obligations the common 
crowd vo the throne were discharged by deputy. 
Slender as they were, they were ack gow ledged 
by the Lords, under ordinary circumstances, in 
behalf of their retainers. The Crown was without 
influence because it could only reach the people 
through corrupt and ambitious agents. In this 
extremity, it attempted to array one class of 
these agents agaiust the other. By joining 
forces with the clergy, it placed the nobles upon 
the defensive, and made the contest more 
equal by opposing the superstition of 
the people, as represented im their Church, 
to their hereditary attuchments to their chiet- 
tains. The struggle of the Aings and the clergy 
against the enormous authority of the nobies 
continued for about 160 years, and was brought 
to a close in 1557 by the triumph of the Lords 
of the Congregation, which was celebrated in the 
First Covenant.

There are two important différences to be 
noted between the cases cited and the threat- 
ened irreconcilable breach between the ruling 
element of the Republican Senate and Presi- 
dent Hayrs.

BISHOP SEYMOUR. 
HIS POLICY. 


A dispatch to an evening paper yesterday con- 
tained the following extract from the reply of 
the Rey. George F. Seymour, to the official 
communication informing him of his election as 
Bishop of the Diocese of Springfield: 

The fact that the election was unanimous im- 
presses me 8 and I cannot, I dare not, 
decline hastily and without deep searchings of the 
heart and gee. waiting for Divine nce. 
In response to earnest, continued prayer, and the 
help to be derived from the counsel of friends who 
are qualified to * if I am not qualified to say 
no at once I do not see any course open for me 
to pursue but to wait until the Church at large, 
through her constituted authorities, has expressed 
her judgment, in which event I may be spared the 
anxiety and distress of deciding between the 
claims of my present ition and the solemn 
call extended to me, as I believe, under the guid- 
ance of God, the Holy Ghost, from all the clergy, 
and all the laity present in the primary Convention 
of the Diocese of 8 eld to become the first 
Bishop in the new jurisdiction. If the question 
comes really before me to determine, ve assured 
I shall meet it promptly in the fear of God, and 
beneath this bar of ju ent I shail do my best 
to reach a right conclusion, and immediately ap- 
prise vou of the result. 

This means, in short, that he intends to wait 
until he finds out whether he is confirmed by the 
standing committees and the Bishops before he 
formally accepts. It was the custom in other 
days for a person elected to this high office to 
accept or decline, off-hand, but of late that 
habit has fallen into disuse, and it has been 
found more advisable to wait until the matter 
was oe settled. Dr. Seymour himself 
once accep the Bishopric of illinois and 
was 15 — by the General Convention. 
Dr. eKoven accepted the Bishopric 
of lIilinois and was rejected by the 
standing committees. For this reason several 
— who have recently been elected to the 

igh office of Bishop have withheld their formal 
consent until success was assured. Dr. Bey- 
mour’s friends here feel no doubt about his ac- 
cepting, if confirmed, and little question as to 
his contirmation, it not being deemed likely that 
more than eight or ten dioceses will vote against 
him. It is believed that he wilt acceot, partly 
because it will be a Vindication of himself 


‘from the unjust charges made against him 


a few years ago, and partly because he 
believes he is fitted to perform the duties of 
Bishop, even in as large and undeveloped a 
diocese as that Of Springfield. There is no 
question, therefore, that an acceptance will fol- 
iow immediately after confirmation, and that he 
will take to his new field of labor the same 
ability that he has displayed for so many years 
in New York.

. GOOD WORK. 

From the report of the recent examination of 
the books of the Jailer and the Clerk of the 
Criminal Court, the following summary shows 
the vast amount of business transacted by 
State’s-Attorney Mills and the Grand Jury dur- 
ing the year ending Dec. 1, 1877: 

The number of — in the jail Dec. 18 
was 256, of whom 88 were awaiting the State’s- 
Attorney's action, 16 being ready for trial, and 
170 were in jail on other 71 The total 
number of days spent in jail by prisoners wait- 
ing the State’s-Attorney’s action was 7,328, and 
by those not waiting his action, 6, 164. The sta- 
tistics as to sentences during the year show that 
194 were sentenced to the Penitentiary, 
147 to the House of Correction, 89 to 
the County Jail, and 16 to the Reform 
School. During the year there were 1,254 true 
bills and suits for forfeited bail and recogniz- 
ances to keep the peace. And the number of 
indictmenta, exclusive of these suits and recog- 
nizances, was 1,148. Sentences were suspended 
in 134 cases, and the number of bail bonds for- 
feited was 57,—a decrease of 68 over 1876. The 
most common offenses for which indictments 
were returned were assaults to kill, injure, rob, 
steal, rape, etc. burglary, f „ murder, 
nuisahces, perjury, receiving stolen . 
riot, Pobbery, obtaining money on false pre- 
tences. ‘lhe total number of prisoners in the 
Jail tor 1877 was 2,588,—an increase for the 
of 449. Although there has been a very general 
increase of business zu all the departments, the 
above figures will at the same time show that 
the prompt administration of criminal justice 
in this county has not in any way suffered by 
the election to the office of State’s Attorney of 
so vigorous a public servantas Mr. Mills has 
proved himself to be.

Close of the Last and Dullest 
Week of the Year. . 


The Produce Markets Less Active 
---Hogs and Provisions 
Firmer,

Wheat, Corn, and Oats Lower---Prog- 
ros of Packing. 


FINANCIAL. 


The week just passed was the last and the dullest 
of the year. The clearings indicate fewer transac- 
tions in banking circles than during the week of 
terror last July, when the business of the city 
was brought fear a standstill by the riots. In 
that week the clearings amounted to $15, 900, 000; 

ast week they were but $12,700,000. Thege 

res are about 33 per cent less than those of the 
correspending week of last year. The decline of 
the previous week was 20 per cent on the same 
comparison. Witn the exception of the condition 
of the country roads, everything has been con- 
ducive this fall and winter to a good trade. But 
with the wagon-roads in the interior impassable 
as they are, it has been {mpossible to d bute an 
ordinary amount of goods or to make ordinary col- 
lections. In such a state of affairs, the business 
of the banks consists largely of renewals; the sup- 
ply of paper from packers, and of new paper 
made in the regular course of trade, is less than 
moderate. Rates of discount are 7@10 per cent 
at the banks to regular customers; on the street 
still lower rates could be obtained for first-class 
call-loana, if there were any applicants for them. 

New York exchange was sold between banks at 
50@75c per $1, 000 premium. . 

The currency movement continues to be towards 
the city. Shipments of currency are being made 
to New York.

The trading was largely in settle- 
ment of outstanding deals, comparatively little 
new business being done. The advices from other 
points were not specially condacive to strength, 
and the clearer weather was generally regarded as 
the precursor of larger receipts, which may mean 
lower prices. Wheat was weighed down still fur- 


crop than has been bargained for, though some 
tried to explain it by reference to the fact that 
ocean freight-room is scarce and stronger, 

The demand for dry goods showed little or no 
improvement. There was @ very scanty attend- 
ance of buyers in person, and only a light volume 
of most orders.

The misapprehensiops inthe article are many, but 
it will suffice at present to say to the non-League 
clubs thatthe howl about the oppression of the 
League is largely given out by tne philanthropists 
wno have exes that need sharpening. A little 


. wry will do good, perhaps: In 1876, the first 


_yearof the existence of the League, there were 
some excellent clubs ontside it—notably 
the Stars. Buckeyes, Tetumeshs, Lowells, 
and ‘Indianapolis. They came through the 
season 46without ever playing upon the 
CM cago or any other League club grounds, except, 
pérhaps, one each. The cinbs named, and others, 
made some mo@y, received League clubs on their 
home grounds, and spent very little in travelling. 
Unless the memory of the writer is at fault, not 
one of the clubs named played on the Chicago 
ground that year, and hone asked to. Not content 
with the prosperity they gained by making their 

vocal. paying mall selaries, avoidigg 
heavy travelling expenses, catching League clubs 
as they passed, and, generally, depending on home 
support and State riva'ry, the class of clubs re- 
ferred to made a serious mistake in 1877. It is 
perhaps more correct to say that they 
made several mistakes; they raised their al- 
aries, widened their ambitions, took 
upon themselves the costs of heavy tours, and 
threw behind them the lesser days and safer profit. 

They took in a little more money, bat they spenta 

‘deal more, and the balance was on the wrong 
side. Tue evil results of thie system were seen at 
once; the rapid burst-up of the following clubs 
were heard in the land: Winona.

THE TURF. 

3. SMUGGLER VS. RARUS. * . 

Mr. Busbey, who has charge of the turf depart- 
ment of the Turf, Field and Farm, is one of the 
beet posted men concerning trotting horses in 
America, and an extremely pleasing and able 
writer on turf topics. But, like almobt every 
othet man, Mr. Busbey has his hobbies, and, very 
naturally, rides them gomewhat too frequently. 
Some time ago he became convinced that Smuggler 
was a great trotter—in fact, the greatest in the 
land; and so great ie his enthusiasm concerning 
the horse that whenever he sits down to write 
about him, his imagination becomes Oriental in its 
workings, and the most extraordinary gush 
flows from his pen. To prove that this 
assertion is not wunwarranfed, it is only 
flecessary to reproduce the following, wrftten by 
him concerning the free-for-all race at Hartford in 
1876, when that peerless little mare, Goldsmith 
Maid, forced the big stallion to lower his colors 
and quit as badly as the worst duffer that ever 
disgraced a race-track, he losmg the race after 
winning the first two beats in fine style. The fol- 
lowing is that portion of the article referred to, it 
being a description of the third heat:

It is very sad to learn, after all this.‘‘ fine writ- 
ing about the fires, of victory rolling from the 
stallion’s nostrils, and auricies and ven- 
tricles performing their functions in sus- 
pense, while a similar number of tongues are 
palsied, and 24,000 optics (not allowing for any 
one-eyed men in the crowd) are strained, that 
Smuggler did not win the heat, and that before the 
race was finished he was as tired as a dog, and had 
to run half of the last milein order to save his 
distance. : 

The extract above is given to show that when Mr. 
Busbey writes about Smuggler his enthusiasm is 
Hable to get the better of his judgment. He be- 
lieves the brown stallion to be the best horse in 
America, and dislikes to have anybody disagree 
with his views on this subject. |

ROUND DANCING. 
LETTER FROM A FRIEND. 
To the Editor of The T 

CuicaGeo, Dec. 29.—It is only When questions 
of great social importance come up for discus- 
sion that I venture to impose my simple 
thoughts on the poor, persecuted public. I am 
a young man, fond of society, and so far favor- 
ed by fortune as to have the entree to what the 
world is pleased to call good society. 

Naturally enough I dance, for who that goes 
into society nowadays does not? I cannot say 
that I am passionately fond of it, and I fre- 
quently have telt that a promenade through 
some of the side rooms, or a pleasant tete-a- 
tete in some quiet corner, would be much 
more to my taste, and certainiy far more bene- 
ficial to my tired body. than five or ten minutes’ 
jostling about in a crowded room, with the sur- 
rounding atmosphere at a temperature almost 
up to boiling point. In my early days I danced 
innocently, and simply for the pleasure ol 
dancing, and I enjoyed it, but why I am unable 
to tell.

which filled his whole soul was the outgrowth 
of a physical passion? But, alas! there came 
one day, whispering in my ear, a demon calied 
‘“* Mischief,”’ and it said. Why do vou do this 
(wrong? Why do vou hold this fair creature 
thus in your embrace? Why these straace 
motions, meaningless, yet full of meaning!“ 
and I, in m innocence, answered, I know not, 
I never thought.“ 

Then this creature of wickedness, this med- 
dler, this maker of mischief, told me that that 
1 never before knew: made me think that which 
I never before had thought, and blamed me 
then for knowing and thinking it; imparted to 
me the knowledge of the existence of that 
feeling which otherwise I might hardly have 
been conscious of possessing, and then magni- 
fied it before the world a thousand times. 

From that day on I was a changed man. I 
dreaded to dance for fear I might take on the 
appearance of a fiend.”

NEW YORK, 
CHRISTMAS.

New York, Dec. 28.—Christmas, so long and 
delightfully anticipated and cordially welcomed, 
is now but a memory, but withal a very sweet 
one. Itis especially pleasant to the pretty 
children who assisted at a grand party on 
Christmas Eve, and about whose toilettes a word 
may be interesting and useful. The hostess, a 


dimpled little fairy of 5, and whose birthday it 


was, is a most perfect blonde. An elder sister, 
who assisted in the arduous duties of receiving 
the guests, is a stately demoiselle of 11, and a 
pronounced brunette. The former was attired 
in a Princess robe of the palest, most. exquisite 
shade of green silk. A narrow pleating of the 
same edged the front of the skirt, and was 
bordered by a scant frill of richest 
Valenciennes. The back had the lower 
portion of the skirt pleated on just below 
the waist. The top of these pleats had a ruffle 
of the broad Valenciennes, and down the edge 
of each pleat ran the same. The bottom of the 
skirt was cut in sharp points, beneath which 
showed a ruffle of lace. Down the céntre of the 
back and on each side ran a row of handsome 
insertion, edged on both sides with lace. Sewed 
in with the shoulder and under- arm seams are 
the small rounded fronts of a little jacket.

THE DANGER OF SILVER MONEY. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

New York, Dec, 26.—Permit me to say that 
you and others at the West who advocate the 
‘Silver bill“ are making a very great mistake. 
What Chicago and the West needs is cheap capi- 
tal to build up manufactories and develop its 
resources. With this cheap capital you can 
compete successfully with the East, and, being 
nearer the raw material, and also nearer to the 
great grain and provision producing region, with 
coal in unlimited quantity in close se 
there is no reason why Chicago should not man- 
ufacture not only for the West, but the 
also. 

But the solid men are suspicious, and will not 
invest their capital or send their sons where 
they think an unsound sentiment on financial 
matters prevails; they are afraid of that com- 
munity where there is a disposition to pay ina 
cheap currency, or any lowering of the standard 
of mercantile honor. The rich men ot the 
Eastern Middle States, and of Europe, who 
furnish tis cheap capital, are, almost to a man, 
in favor of that kind of money which is the 
most stable and uniform among the 
commercial nations. These are facts which 
no reasoning to the contrary can alter. 
The difference between cheap capital and dear 
capital—that which comes of distrust—is a re- 
spectable profit, especially in these times. In- 
flation is not capital,—it drives away real capi- 
tal; it isa temporary expedient, a momentary 
intoxication, the inevitable consequence of 
which is injurious and destructive. 

You have inflation in Illinois, as have other 
Western States, times when what was called 
money was abundant; it did no good; on the 
contrary, wild speculation followed, resulting 
most disastrouslv ; and this is the unvarying se- 
que! to all attempts at inflation. Failure has 
attended them. Does it need a second trial to 
convince Illinois of the fallacy of the inflation- 
ists’ logic? 

Where are the solid men of Chicago of twen- 
ty yearsago? Nearly all, alas! carried away by 
inflation, were tempted into speculation and 
rained. Had our country kept to a specie basis 
it would have been otherwise with them. Were 
it not for the unsound opinions that prevail on 
financia] questions and the recklessness thereby 
engendered, there is no reason why, with such 
a rich, productive country as is tributary to 
Chicago, capital should not be cheaper there 
than at the East. You, Messrs. Editors, 
and others who sympathize with you, 
have, I doubt not, as I have, only the 
best interests of the country in view, but vou 
are mistaken. I repeat, the great want of the 
West is cheap capital and rea! capital, and the 
course you adopt will not bring it, but drive it 
away. You need to attract, not repel. 

The Silver bill will benefit the owners of the 
silver mines, and those alone; the reaction 
must and will come sooner or later, for we shall 
ve less able to float silver than we have been 
— against the practices of the commercial 
worl 

Your candor and liberality in opening your 
columns to those opposed to your views en- 
courage me to address youin prospect of what 
I deem a most important erisis, imperiling the 
welfare of the city as well as the whole West. 
As my interests are largely identified with your 
city and thé N I shall suffer with 
others in anything that blights its prosperity. 
This interest, allow me to state, is from an 7 
day, having shipped from New Orleans the jirst 
sugar that went thence through the canal to 
Chicago, since which I have been more or less 
connected with the city.

Paris, France, vec. 138.—Ycu have heard of 
the Tower of Montl’hery? A lofty ruin, rising 
full six-score fect from the brow of a goodly 
hill, and commanding an immense, immeasura- 
bie plain. Behind it nestles the vassal hamlet, 
houses and hovels sloping almost to its very 
feet, and suddenly ceasing, as though they 
feared to trouble the lonely magnificencé of 
their lord and master. On a clear morning you 
may perceive Paris glittering white in the dis- 
tance, and on another side dimly make out ti 
thin, dark line of foliage which marks the bun- 
dary of Fontainebleau Forest,—the only feature 
in the wide landscape that can vie with it 
in impressive grandeur. Even that the distance 
hides from all but the eye of faithful memory. 
When you stand, as I stood lately, upon that 
grim fragment of feudality, a sense of almost 
painful isolation will perhaps steal over you, 
and you may feel asort of pity mingling with 
your admiration of the ancſent tower. It shares 
the fate of genius, and is alone. What is there 
in the namble village worthy to be called 
society for so much crumbling great- 
ness? In the vast, dreary plain all objects 
seen from the hight seem evenly insignificant. 
Look round upon the sad prospect, old Tower: 
and you who visit it, answer its silent question. 
„Sister Anne, Sister Anne, do you see nothing?” 
Alas! nothing worthy to succeed thee when 
thou fallest, Tower of Montl'hery. I see many 
small houses, and creeping things which may 
be men, but, like to thyself I see only the scat- 
tered fragments of thine own past lying about 
thy base. 

READING VICTOR HUGO 

is like standing upon the Tower. I wonder 
what the world will do when the great poet is 
taken? Who can replace him to-day in the King- 
dom of Intellect? Not one. Half-a-century and 
three generations have acknowledged his 
sway. Such undisputed rule has perhaps fallen 
to the lot of no other writer of modern times. 
For all his works tell to the contrary, another 
generation yet may bow to him. His genius 
seems to have no whit degenerated, his energy 
is still perfect, his imagination uurivaled. and 
his graphic power as unique as ever. His Her- 
nani fills the House of Moliere each night it 
is given; the History of a Crime“ sells by 
hundreds of thousands; crowds gather together 
to listen to him when he speaks at public gath- 
erings; Kings, Presidents, and Emperors ab- 
dicate to obtain an audience of dim. 
Goethe and Byron were ag great, but they shone 
together. Victor Hugo long had no star of 
equal brilliancy to rival bim. e stands. as a 
poet at least, alone, like the ruined Tower of 
Montl'hery, set upon a hill where he cannot 
be hid.“ ,

which the Master gave the other nicht in honor 
of the success of ‘** Hernani.’”’”

GOSSIP FROM OVER SEAS. 
a New York Woria, 

Baron Rothscild has just purchased, at the 
very handsome figure of $800,000, the complete 
picture-gallery of a dead collector of Amster- 
dam, whose heirs are luckier than those of the 
patient and eccentric collector, Van Huysanack. 
This amateur’s peculiar “‘ wanity was engrav- 
ings. He began collecting under the First 
Empire; and at every financial crisis, 
every social revolution, he heaped together 
more rarities, till, as be said, he had as many 
rare engravings as would cover the Place de la 
Concorde, or as would take a mana year to 
examine one by one. He died with his old hands 
resting on one of his favorite portfolios, filled 
with priceless works by Durer, Raimondi, Alde- 
grave, Titien, Rembrandt, Fracaccini, Tiepolo, 
and the like, and left a will—and such a will! 
No single collector or gailery can ever take ad- 
vantage of his half-century’s toil. Beginning 
at a period twenty years hence, 
time to time, til the whole 108 
portfolios are disposed of, the con- 
tents of one portfolio are to be secretly 
sold all over Europe, no two engraving in the 
same city within a year of each other, and all 
to be sold to dealers—none to collectors. An 
ample annuity has been provided for the man 
who is to execute this odd behest, and provision 
is made for a succession of executors till the 
whole work has been accomplished. The sums 
received from the sales are to form a school 
fund in Flanders. Perhaps, afterall, the old 
collector was not a misanthrope, for how mucb 
excitement and how many surprises he has 
prepared for the collectors of the twentieth 
century ! : 

The Continental Societies P. C. A. have print- 
ed in their bulletins the story of Sin Chun’s 
faithful dog. Sin Chun nourished in his house- 
hold a dog to which be was much attached. One 
day as Sin Chun was sleeping heavily in a 
thicket the Governor of the Province, was 
ont on a bunting expedition, chanced to pass 
and ordered the grass of the thicket to be fired 
in order to frighten from it whatever game it 
might hide. he dog tugged at Sin Chun’s 
clothing, but could not arouse him ; then running 
to a 6 hard by plun into it, and 
returning to where master lay 
rolled himself over and over, wetting the grass. 
This performance he repeated several times, ull 
he had so saturated the ground that his master 
was safe from the flames; then exhausted and 
cruelly burned he laid down by his master’s 
side and died. Sin Chun, awakening, was not 
siow to comprehend the danger to which he had 
been exposed and the means by whice it had 
been averted. With many tears hecarried home 
the body of the aoe, wrapped it in a costly 
shroud, and:placed it in a handsome tomb, which 
the Governor caused to be called ever after 
wards “The Tomb of the Faithful Dog.“ 

Not long ago there died at the Hotel Dieu, 
Paris, Cadondal, an odd and quarrelsome char- 
acter, whose anxiety to fight with anybody on 
any pretext or none was not more absurdly ex- 
cessive than that described in Romeo and 
Juliet.” The teams of paper he consumed in 
writing challenges, the thousands upon tbou- 
sands of friends he sent to thousands of op- 
ponents, who would be bold enough to com- 
pute? As the old man lay dving in the hospital 
a priest was sent for to afford him the 
last consolation of religion. The worthy
